On October 16th last I was interviewed by Charles 
Garfield Wilson, ex-soldier, at Courtenay, who had oeen 
discharged ir the Service under date of Feb. 27th, 1946, 
aiter having served in tre United Kingdom and Continental 
Burope. This was the first time I had met Wilson since 
he returned 1rom Overseas. 


He informed me upon receiving his discharge he mace 
application to the D.V.A. to re-enter high school and teke 
advantage of his educational grant allowed by the D.VeA- 
to Veterans who had served Overseas.

If a veteran hes matriculated before 
leaving the services, grants can be made to 
assist him in 4 university course. Should it 
be necessary, he will be granted a refresher 
course of one term for the purpose of ensuring 
that he is capable of keeping pace with his 
first year. If he lacks one year of completing 
matriculetion, 4 grant can be mace to him for 
this purpose and continued in the university 
course. Where a veteran has not the above 
standards he way receive assistance in vocational 
or technical training, but there is no provision 
for assisting 4 veteran to complete two or three 


years of high school.

Mrs. Pogson, teacher of the Port Essington School, hav- 
ing resigned, the future of the few children at this village has 
been given consideration. There is a white school in the vil- 
lage. Most of the pupils attending same are of mixed Indian- 
White stock and are nearly all related to the youngsters attend- 
ing the Indian school. 


I have discussed this matter at length with Inspector 
E. E. Hyndman and he is prepared to recommend that our Indian 
school children be admitted to the white school at Port Essing- 
ton and make it a combined school. He informs me that there 
may not be enough pupils to keep his school open with whites 
alone. From our point of view, it is going to be practically 
impossible to secure a teacher to live in the conditions pre- 
valent at Port Essington. The total cost of a teacher, fuel 
and all supplies should be in excess of what we would pay to 
the Area School Board for taking these children in, The white 
school is as close to the homes of our children as is the Indian 
Day School. If the deal is put through, the School Board would 
like to have the use of the oil heater now installed in our 
School.

I refer to copies of letters of Mr. Indian Agent Anfield 
concerning the admission of Indian pupils to the Port issington 
Elementary School. 


It is noted that the cost of tuition for these pupils is 
higher than the Department hag been paying in the past, but 
it does not cover the total cost. The situation at this point 
is somewhat different, inasmuch as the Indian pupils will 
apparently make up about half of the school population. The 
operation of a combined school at Port Essington would represent 
& saving for the School Board and for the Department over the 
operation of separate schools. 


It is recommended that the offer of the Prince Rupert School 
Board be accepted, and that Mr. Anfield be requested to submit 
applications for tuition crants for the pupils who will be 
enrolled at this school.

School Inspector Davey 
was aware of this arrangement.

I have also contacted Mrs, W.P. Bunt, wife of 
the United Vhurch Superintendent of Missions for 5.C., with 
whom Alfred is residing. “he has confirmed that this 
student is making a much greater effort. 


It will be noted that there is now only one 
month until the final examinations will be held at the 
University. It is therefore strongly recommended that the 
Department approve a grant of 4125.00 to cover the cost of 
board for the period January 16th to April 30th.

Dear Mr. Lipp:- 


In view of the construction plans of the Board of 
School Trustees No. 72 for the erection of a new school on 
Quadra Island and the intention of the Indian Affairs Branch 
to build a new two room school at Cape Mudge it would appear 
that there is an opportunity for co-operation in the construc- 
tion of a school which would serve either all or part of the 
Indian pupils as well as the White community. This suggestion 
is made because it is felt that the present segregation of 
Indians is retarding the development of our Native people and 
that the admission of Indian children to white schools is one 
of the most effective ways of overcoming this segregation. 
In addition to this factor, the increased enrolment which 
would result would make porsible a larger school and improved 
facilities. As your Board is probably aware, School Boards 
in other parts of the Province have agreed to cooperate in 
plans of this nature. 


Although the situation may not be exactly parallel 
an outline of the procedure which was followed and the basis 
upon which an agreement was reached in one instance may be of 
interest to your Board, At Hazelton where the Indian Reserve 
is adjacent to the “White community, both the school Board 
and the Indian Affairs Branch required new schools. The 
®chool Board was approached by the Indian Affairs Branch with 
a proposal that the public school be constructed sufficiently 
large to accommodate the Indian pupilage. The Indian Affairs 
Branch agreed to pay to the Department of Education the 
proportion of the capital cost which the indian pupilage bore 
to the total enrolment. The Indian Affairs Branch also agreed 
to pay tuition fees for each pupil for whom it is responsible 
at the rate of the net per capita cost to the school board. 
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e ,; 
R was agreed that the control of the school was to remain 
entirely in the hands of the Board. The School Board gave 
assurance that there would be no segregation of Indien 
children in separate class-rooms. These proposals were 
agreed to in principle by the School Board but felt that it 
was largely a local matter and that acceptance should be 
subject to the agreement of the majority of the rate payers 
resident in that section of the district affected. A meeting 
of this group accepted the proposal and the preliminary 
planning for the new pbuilding is now being undertaken, 


If your Board is prepared to consider a similar plan 
I shall be pleased to submit after further study a definite 
proposal.

Previous to your letter of January 20, 
1949, I was requested by the elected Representatives 
at their annual meeting held February 4th, 1949 to 
enquire from the Department of Mines and Resources, 
if they are prepared to pay a net per capita cost on 
construction of new schools in any part of District 
No. 72 which construction at present include Campbell 
River Elementary-High and Quadra Island Superior. 

If your Department will share the proportion 
of Capital cost, which the Indian pupilage bore to 
the total enrolment and the net per capita cost for 
tuition fees, it is the intention of the Board of 
School Trustees, District No. 72 to include the enrol- 
ment of Indian children at Campbell River and Quadra I 
Island as soon as new buildings are constructed. 

The enrolment of Indian children in any other 
part of District No. 72 would be decided on application 
by your Department. 

Your letter of January 20th, 1949 covers 
many points not necessary to include in this letter, i.e. 
control to remain in the hands of the Board, childrens 
heaith report, subject to the approval of ratepayers 
resident on Quadra Island and Campbell River, no segreg~ 
ation of Indian children in seperate class-rooms, etc. 

This Board of School Trustees are willing to 
consider a similar plan as outlined by the School Board 
of Hazelton. 

Please submit a definite proposal of the 
Department of Mines & Resources.

The heevy increase in the monthly 
rate, which it is presumed will continue in the 
future, emphasizes the fact that we will be 
obliged to exercise more strict supervision 
regerding those for whom we will te able to allow 
@ tuition grant. 


Consequently, beforeAugust lst, 1949, 
you should forward us a list of those pupils for 
whom you consider e tuition grant should be ellowed 
et the school mentioned above. In the case of those 
who have already attended, you should let us have 
a report from the Principal of the school, indicating 
that they were successful during the academic year 
1948-49 and have been promoted to a higher form for 
the academic year 1949-50. 


In the case of new pupils whom it 
is considered should enter the Comox Llementary 
School for the first time during the academic 
year 1949-50, a separate form should be forwarded 


eveeed 
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for each pupil. A supjly of these forms is 
enclosed. 


The information requested should, 
of course, be sent through the office of 
Indian Commissioner Arneil, to whom a o py 
of this letter is being forwarded.

I have to refer to your letter, dated Oct. 158/45, 
in connectioh with education of Indian children at the 
Provincial School at Ceepeecee, and to report having 
visited that point and investigated the matter. 


The present Day School is situated on the Cannery 
site at Ceepeecee; but it is about to be moved to Docter 
McLean's property at “speranza...a matter of 2 miles. 


A survey of the children available for the school 
shows only two who could attend with any pretence to 
regularity, as the population of the Cannery is composed 
of Indian families employed during the Fishing “eason. 

Omhy Fhe children of such families not in school during the 
season are mostly from Ahousat, and they attend school at 
Ahousat from November to June. 


I spoke to the teacher and inspected the school, 
and also interviewed the trustees, and am satisfied that 
the school is being conducted according to the regulution 
of the Provincial Board of sducation. 


The children attending regularly are Robert “daus, 
age 9; and Samuel “dams, age 12; orphans, and have both 
attended since September 1, 1945. 


I would respectfully recommend that attendance be 
authorized for these children, also for any other children 
whose parents may be ina position to send them regularly 
during the school term. 

I have requested the school trustees and the teacher 
to submit names of prospective pupils in order that the 
applications may be properly investigated.

It is noted that you stete that Indian ahildren of 
elementary school age are being forced to do without an 
education due to lack of accommodation and that there are 
approximately forty beginners on the Reserves in the Val ley 
who will not be able to start school. I would advise that this 
problem was discussed with the Indian Agent st Alberni last year 
with a view to the construction of a new school on the 0 petchesaht 
Reserve at Alberni, but unfortunately leck of building materiel 
has prevented any dyelopment of cur plan but I understand that 


most of the children on this Reserve are attending the Aesidential 
Sehool et Alberni. 


As I have no definite informtion, I am asking the 
Acting Indian Agent at Alberni for a report showing exectly 
how many children are not attending school and suggesting that 
he interview you with a view to securing their admission to the 
white schools in the neighborhood contingent upon our Department 
paying the school fees. We cireularized all our Indian Agente 
asking that,eny Indian children who are not attending school be 
ensured of immediate atteniance where white schools would arrance 


to take them, without waiting for specific authorization by this 
office, submitting the details later. 


Your interest in the matter is greatly appreciated and 
it is alncerely hoped that your discussion with Mr. Garrard, the 
Acting Indian Agent, will result in some alleviation of the 
condition complained of if it exists.

With reference to Mr. Indian Agent Taylor's letter of 
March 3lst, I may say that, where funds permit, I am certain- 
ly in favour of girls eraduating from our Indian Residential 
Schools being provided upon marriage with a Singer sewing 
machine. I refer, of course, to those graduates who have 
made proper use of their Vocational Training while in School 
and are recommended by their Principals for the Department's 
favourable consideration in this matter. 


I would, therefore, recommend that a Singer sewing 
machine be given to each of the following ex-pupils of the 
Cariboo Indian Residential School:- 


Mrs. Walter Gaspard, Canoe Creek 
be Pat. Chalchel, Alkali Lake. 
* Felix Stump, Anaham. 


I believe that, should the Department decide to 
provide properly-qualified ex-pupils with such sewing 
machines, and-to-those boys who have done well in Manual 
Training while at School with a small kit of tools and 
possibly enough lumber to build a simple house, a great 
impetus would be given to Vocational and Manual Training 
in our Residential Schools. 


If you and the Director of Welfare and Training agree 
with me in this matter, I would request that Indian Agents 
and the Principals of the various Indian Residential Schools 
be informed of the Department's policy. To encourage the 
children at present in the Indian Residential Schools, it 
would, of course, be necessary for the Principals concerned to 
inform the pupils of the Department's policy.

During the past two years the following difficulties 
have been encountered in getting the coal fuel delivered to 
the above named School: 


1. Shortage of labour to handle coal in September and October, 
the Indians not being back from the Canneries. 


2, Shortage of coal in September and October and the inability 
of Evans, Coleman & Evans to supply the order before January. 


3. Due to (2) above, extreme difficulty in getting the empty sacks 
back for credit and consequent deley in getting accounts vouchered 
before close of the fiscal year. 


To overcome these difficulties it is recommended that the 
coal for the 1946-47 year be put in in May which should be (1) 
the slack season for delivery (2) the month when we are sure of 
Indian labour.

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oe. substantial increase over 1947-48 year and over estimates 
prepared last June is the result of experience in endeavoring to put 
in wood stocks during the past year. There was widespread complaint 
that prices were far too low and great difficulty was experienced 
in getting any wood cut, except at sella Yoola where indians from the 
interior were glad of this work during their annual visit to the 
coast and where motor transport is available. 


unly a mild winter saved the schools at Sella sella, Klemtu and 
Kitamaat from serious privation. At the latter point where a wood 
furnace is installed, only seven cords were finally delivered in 
March after being on order from the previous May. The balance of 
the wood was not delivered and this resulted in having to order in 
small quantities of coal from Butedale cannery at heavy transportation 
costs to cover emergencies. In addition, observation has shown me 
that for a seYere winter fuel reqiirements in wood as set up last 
year would be inadequate. I have therefore increased the amounts 
substantially and raised the price. With the location of this school 
necessitating heavy freight costs, I believe every effort should be 
made to use as much wood as possible and I have decided to try for 
one more year to put in an adequate wood supply before changing over 
to coal. 


In the case of sella Pella the amount of kindling remains the 
same but the unit price has been advanced. Wood at this point comes 
from drift logs which often must be towed considerable distances, cut 
on the beach and then transported by wheel barrow one half mile up hill 
or more to the school house. Conditions at Klemtu are about the same 
as at Yelle Yella.

Regarding fire wood requirements for schools of this 
Agency for the fiscal year 1949-50, owing to tle work habits of 
the people of this agency, it has proved impossible to obtain 
wood cutters from about mid April each year when activity in 
fishing commences. ‘there are few men in the villages until about 
mid November when trapping commences end time must be taken to 
prepare their own families for winter. Although it may sometimes 
be possible to have a little wood cut any time from Noverber on 
during the winter, it has been found that the only time this work 
is sought by the natives is from about varch lst until mid April 
and then only on the understanding of fairly prompt settlement. 
The fiscal policy of returning all funds to Ottawa during March 
makes it impossible to take advantage of the one time in the year 
when there are men more or less willing to cut wood. Funds drawn 
during the new fiscal year usually do not arrive until about June. 
By which time the villages are empty of people. 

Would it be possible to have the funds for 1949-50 
school wood requirements sent down now when an effort will be 
made to get as much of the wood in as possible during the winter. 
It will probably not be possible to expend the whole amount until 
late in April. Could permission be obtained to hold these funds 
over into the 1949-50 fiscal year so that prompt payment may be 
made for wod cut in April? 


Following are the requirements of wood for use in 1949 
fiscal year.

I have today received a communication from Mr. 
Anfield, Indian Agent, Bella Coola, within which was enclosed 
& copy of his letter of May 16th re Gordon Robinson of 
Kitimat, which was addressed to you. 


I should like to state that I was unable to visit 
Kitimat at the time that Mr. Anfield and I made our original 
plans to go in to the villege, and I have therefore, not seen 
Robinson. However, I feel that the plan proposed by Mr. 
Anfield is of such merit that I am going to make every e: fort 
to visit Robinson before the end of June, 


I may say that I would quite readily endorse the 
principle suggested in Mr. Anfield's letter to you. The 
idea of having 4 married couple, adequately trained, act as 
leaders in a village has been discussed by Mr. Gillett and 
myself on many occasions. The plan has been successful in 
remote and @lso in backward areas, as well as in more 
progressive areas. 


I have suggsted to Mr. Anfield that I think it 
would be a good plan to postpone formal action on this matter 
until I have an Opportunity of speaking to Mr. Lord, principal 
of the Normal School, and Dr. Willis, Superintendent of 
Education. I1 expect that i shall be able to see these men 
late in June and I shell communicate with you again after 
that time.

Acknowledging receipt of your letter of the 
16th instent with reference to the proposal that we 
apply to have Gordon Robinson of Kitameaat admitted 
to Normal School, I would advise that as he has only 
passed Grade X in 4n Indian Residential School it would 
not appear that he would have the necessary educational 
standard to permit the Department of Education to accede 
to the request, notwithstanding Inspector Thorsteinsson's 
endorsation. It is unfortunate that this young man did 
not take advantage of the Provincial Correspondence Courses 
to bring his standard up to at least Junior Matriculation, 
which would them, of course, clear the way for his admission. 
However, the matter hes been submitted to the Superintendent 
of Education for consideration. 


I em extremely anxious that we take no action or 
suggest that such action be taken to lower the standards 
of qualifications of persons teaching in Indian schools. 

I personally feel that we require even higher standards 
than would a Provincisl rural school. However, you will 
be advised further in the matter in due coursGe

From this correspondence it would 
appear that he has only completed Grade X at the Indian Res- 
idential School formerly at Sardis, B.C., and has apparently 
not taken correspondence work with a view to improving his 
standing.

The above named Indian was appointed teacher pro tem in 
December 1944 at the Kitameaat Indian Day School. He is 
twenty-seven years of age, married with two young children. 


He has done exceptionally well and has the makings of 4 real 
teacher. “e enjoys good health as does his wife and both 

are athletically inclined. They have good standing 6s Indians 
and are highly respected among their people. 


Gordon Robinson has expressed the wish to go to Normal School 
this winter and train es 4 teacher. I believe he would make 

a success of such & course if arrangements can be made to admit 
him as @ specisl student training for Indian school work only. 


lass athlete and has a fine collection of trophies 

rts whilst at Coqualeetza. I would 

like to see him combi t Normal with a course in 

Pro-Rec training so t ’ s village he 

could put this Pro-Rec programme 

If it were possible for his wife to go to Vancouver or Victoria 

as well, she could have the women's course in Pro-*‘ec as well 

and thus have a Pro-Rec team for both sexes in Kitamaat. 


In Kitamaat morale is low, due in lerge measure to lack of 
trained leadership. The Church has had no missionery with 4 
youth viewpoint for some years «nd it is my firm convication 
thet in Robinson and his wife, we have the possibility of social 
reconstruction for this very isolated villege. 


Educationally this young men has completed Grade X and it will 
be necessary to secure special permission to admit him as 4 
Normal student. I attach 4 copy of his Grade X marks. 


If the Normal School will take him, it will be necessary for 
him to obtain finencial assistance in the form 4 grent as an 
ex-pupil of 4 Residential School to meet the expenses of a 

year in Normal. A condition of any such grant should be an 
agreement by Robinson to teach at Kitameat Day School for 4 
stated period of years, say three at least. I would estimate 
that a grant of $600.00 would be required for the ten months 
course and I consider it would be money well spent in every Way. 
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* he third and perhaps most difficult problem would be the 
ecuring of living quarters in either Vancouver or Victoria, 
depending on which Normal School he would be allocated to 
attend. I believe wholeheartedly that in this matter, the 
United Church through Rev. W.P. Bunt, would give very real 
assistance indeed. 


To sum up: (1) Gordon Robinson wishes to train as a teacher. 
(2) He has in my opinion, the makings of a very good teacher 
and he should be encouraged and assisted to secure training. 
(3) @ trained male Indian teacher (especially a married one 
with family) with added Pro-lec training is the real need 

for Kitamaat Indian Village and he would be worth more to the 
village, the Church and the Department, than most of the white 
female teachers we have had in the past few years. (4) I am 
convinced that the Indians will never solve their problems 
(nor will we for them) until they can produce their own 
leaders, teachers, nurses, etc. In Robinson we have material 
on which to start such a progremme as far as this Agency is 
concerned. 


It is therefore recommended, if you approve of the plan in 
principle, thet (a) a conference be held with the Principal 
of the Normal School and Rev. W. P. Bunt to decide whether 
or not this young man would be accepted in Normal School and 
on wheat terms; (I would recommend that no certificate be 
requested for him until by subsequent summer school courses 
he has earned them) and whether he and his family could be 
housed in Vancouver or Victoria. (b) If these matters can be 
settled satisfactorily, that the Department be requested to 
make a direct crant of at least $600.00 towards his tuition 


and expenses (c) if at all possible, it is urged that Mr. 
Jerry Mathison, Prov. Director of Pro-Rec be included in the 
conference suggested above. 


For years the Indians have been pleading for 4 chance to have 
their young people given opportunities of leadership of this 
kind. The one obstacle has always been lack of suitably 
educated personnel to take such training. I think we have 

@ suitable man in Gordon Robinson and I wholeheartedly 
recommend that the entire situation be surveyed with 4 
sympethetic determination to try and give him an opportunity 
to receive a Normal and Pro-Rec training, which I firmly 
believe he has th ability and character to absorb and put 

to use for his people.

I enclose herewith a file of correspondence 
between this office, the Bella Coola Agency and the 
Department of Education with reference to the proposal 
of Mr. Indian Agent Anfield for admission of Gordon 
Robinson, an Indian of the Kitimaat Band, et present 
the junior teacher at the school on that Reserve, to 
Normal School training, requesting Departmental assist- 
ance of $600.00 in order thet he may returned to the 
Reserve and take charge of the Kitimaat Indian Day 
School. It will be noted that he is strongly recommended 
for this course by the Indian Agent and the School 
Inspector of the locality and that the Department of 
Education have approved of his entry to Normal School 
notwithstanding his lack of academic qualification. 


Under the circumstances I would recommend 
consideration of the application by Department on the 
basis of an outright non-repayable grant of $300.00 and 
a repayable grant of a further $300.00, repayment to be 
spread over three years and recovered from his teacher's 
salary at the rate of $10.00 a month for the ten school 
months of each academic year. Further that he be required 
to undertake to teach at Kitimaat or some other dey school 
for the three year period covered by the loan, subject to 
the right of the Department to dispense with his services 
in the usual way. 


You will note from my letter of the 30th ultimo 
to Indian Agent Anfield that I was not entirely satisfied 
with the young man's academic standing and his failure to 
attempt to qualify for Junior Matriculation by correspond- 
ence course. I have, however, in mind the unwarranted 
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criticism that hes been leveled at the Depertment for 
alleged failure to provide advanced education for worthy 
Indians. 


Please airmail your reply as the Normal School 
opens on September 10th and due to the inaccessibility 
of Kitimaat mail service to that point is uncertain.

I have your letter of the 24rd instant, 
enclosing correspondence with reference to the proposal 
of Indian Agent Anfield to assist Gordon Robinson, of 
the Kitamaat Band, to attend Normal School during the 
academic year 1945-46, 


I have discussed your letter with Mr. 
Hoey this afternoon and we are inclined to feel that 
the amount of $600.00 is excessive. Possibly, in asking 
for this amount, Robinson is endeavouring to obtain funds 
for the maintenance of his family while he is absent at 
the Normal School, There is the further consideration 
that there is no guarantee that he will be successful 
in taking the course that is proposed. We do not view 
with any favour the suggestion that part of the grant be 
made refundable. . 


However, in spite of the above, we have 
no desire to hinder this man from attending normal school 
if our assistance is sufficient. Evidently Indian Agent 
Anfield believes that he will take full advantage of the 
course, but, if he starts, I definitely feel that monthly 
reports regarding his progress should be obtained from 
the Principal of the Normal School, in order that we may 
be assured that he is studying. In the event of his 
taking the course, we are prepared to allow an outright 
grant of $500.00 for the academic year 1945-46. If he 
accepts this offer, it should be further provided that 
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he would undertake to teach the Kitamaat or some other 
day school for two years following his successful 
completion of the course, subject, of course, to the 


right of the Department to dispense with his services, 
if we so desired.

Dear Sir: 


During the past three years we have had a number of 
Indian students in attendance at our school and have found 
them willing to work into our school and further found that 
they have been accepted by our students. This acceptance 
went so far that the Student's Council wrote to our local 
Member of Parliament in the last part of June of this year 
requesting that Indians of our province be given the vote. 

I understand from Mr. W. P. Pruden, Superintendent 
of the Bella Coola Indian Agency that he has recommended 
that Kenneth Windsor and James Mack ¢ ntinue their schooling 
although voth of these boys did not complete Grade IX here 
at our school last year, These lais came into Grade VIII 
much older than their classmates Simply because they did not 
Start school at the same time. I do feel that the year of 
orientation which they obtained here last year will make 
them better citizens and i any Intellig Quotient 
Tests which we could give would not be a fair «© mite of 
their inate ability. y reason for feeling is ji that 
these boys no doubt are awar of many things nature and 
in fishing and other things that cannot be 
routine Intelligent Quotient tests. Further tt 
vocabulary hinders them from actually completing 
this character,

Replying to your 2-1l-1 of August 26th, Langley High 
School where most of the students attended last year do not 
issue individual report cards. However Mr. Brunt, the principal, 
has suvplied me with the marks of the pupils who attended there 
last year and a copy of his report is attached herewith. 


Since I wrote you, Beverley Mason has decided to remain 
at home during the coming term. No grant will be required in her 
case. This is unfortunate as indications were that this student 
had qualities that would have fitted her as a school teacher 
in the judgemens of her teachers of last term. 


taylor Brown, Cecil Reid and Doris Hall have successfully 
passed into the next higher grade as indicated by the report. 
they will be attending and deposits of share of board money have 
been made with this office to cover the year, Yaylor Brown having 
deposited $150.00 and Doris Hall $100.00. The deposit from 
Cecil Reid has been promised and is expected in en early mail. 


One new student will be attending Langley High School 
from the Della Sella Land as noted in my earlier letter. Peter 
Mason will be taking Grade Ix, the technical course, having 
passed from Grade VIII at Bella Bella Day School last term The 
report for this student is in your office. I have not received 
a copy. Will you therefore submit details to the Department as 
required. 


Regarding Kenneth Windsor who failed to pass to a higher 
grade last term, on my last tour of the Agency and before your 
letter arrived it was necessary to complete all details for pupils 
leaving for High School in order that they be at school on time. 

I collected $150.00 from Kenneth Windsor as his share of the 
board money for the coming year on the understanding that the 
epertment would take care of the additional costs as set out in 
my letter of recommendation. I realize that I was acting without 
full authority in this instance, however as I see these students 
only once each year and a remezvous had been arranged to settle 
details for the coming term, and since Kenneth i: working on @ 
seine fishing boat and will leave his work at the last possible 
moment to join some steamer going south, it would be difficult 
to cancel the arrangenent. I believe also that this case warrants 
further consideration. In my discussion with Mr. Brunt, Principal 
of the Langley High School, he refered to Kenneth Windsor and 
James Mack and stated that whereas these boys had failed to pass 
to the higher grade, nevertheless he felt that they had done 
very well in view of the problem of reorientation with which they 
hed been faced. Coming eas tt iid from the reserve environment 
of their homes and the Hesidential School, a great deal had been 
required of them that other pupils do not face. No technical 
course was available last year and Mr. Brunt felt that a better 
showing might have been made in technical subjects. He urged that 
both of these boys be allowed to continue their studies as he felt 
the past year's failure wes not indicative of their possibilities.

We have your letter of the 18th instant, file 
2-ll-1, with reference to Kenneth Windsor. 


We have given very careful consideration to 
both your letter and the letters from Superintendent 
Prudent and Mr. Brunt, Supervising Principal of Lengley 
Senior High School. 


The following decision has been made regarding 
Kenneth Windsor: 


(a) We are prepered to allow for the period september 
lst to December 3lst, 1948, an emount of $160.00. 


(b) The above allowance is being made on the under- 
standing thet his work will be reviewed at the 
end of December and we will then be in a position 
to decide if the grant should be continued for 
the balance of the current academic year. 


It should elso be understood that we are making 
the grant mentioned sbove in view of the information con- 
tained in Mr. Brunt's letter to the effect that he will 
follow the new industriel arts programme instead of the 
academic course. 


In our opinion the correspondence regarding 
Kenneth Windsor brings up an important question which 
is thet the Department is extremely loath to renew tuition 
grant in the case of any pupil who is not successful. 
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It, therefore, follows that extreme care must 
be exercised by all parties concerned to give the Indian 
boy or girl careful guidance regarding the course which 
they should persue, 


In this regard I mean that the boys, especially, 
should be encouraged to follow industriel courses rather 
then the straight academic courses, except in isolated 
instances. 


we have also noted the fact thet some children 
are being sent to Alberni Residential School this year 
in order thet they can attend the high school at «alberni. 
Does this high school offer academic and industrial 
courses? If so, we believe that Indien pupils should 
be encouraged to attend this school and live et the 
Alberni Residential School. 


From experience in Ontario and other provinces, 
better results have been obtained when the pupil resides 
in a residential school close to the high school. The 
reasons for extra success in such cases will readily 
suggest themselves to you, 


When you meet any of your Superintendents during 
the next few months, and when Inspector Davey visits the 
different agencies in the course of his reguler duties, 
he should discuss the whole situation regarding tuition 
grants very carefully with each superintendent. 


ie are anxious to give deserving Indian children 
advanced education as far as funds will permit, and at 
the seme time I think you will sgree that extreme care 
must be exercised in order thet there will be no wastftof 
public funds. 


Another point should be stressed when speaking 
to Superintendents or others interested in encouraging 
Indian children to take advanced educetion and that is 
that the applications for such assistance should reach 
heed office by August lst each year. 
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If this procedure was adopted, there would 
be time for correspondence ani discussion before the 
new academic year commences. In many cases the ap- 
plications for tuition erants reach us about September 
ist. This places head office officials in the un- 
enviable position of either refusing a deserving case 
or delaying a decision until after the academic year 
commences, 


It is realized that this will be difficult 
but by constant pressure we should be able to educ ate 
our Superintendents to the necessity for following 
out our wishes as outlined above.

Replying to your 42163-3 (E) of February 23rd, attached is rewised 
list of pupils attending Provincial schools from this Agency. 


It will be noted that Peter Mason's name has been deleted. This “ 
boy left Langley High School on November 20th and returned to his home at 
Bella Bella. He had been doing quite well at school. 


A short time previous to his leaving I had a report that Peter end 
Kenneth Windsor were not getting enough to eat. I was endeavoring to have 
this matter investigated when I was informed that Peter hed returned home 
While I was away on an Ageny tour. No doubt a factor in his return was that 
he wished to be present at the wedding of his sister which took place about 
that time. I wrote Mr. Arneil and reported Peter's action on December 3rd. 
On December 2lst I received a reply suggesting that I interview Peter ena 
report his attitude toward education with a view to his returning to school 
after the Christmas vacation. At that time I had no opportunity to inter- 
view Peter since I was without transportation. I have not yet had the chance 
to speak to him. 


This boy has a good home background. His parents are anxious that he 
© educated. He was most eager for the opportunity when he went to Langley at 
first. I believe it should be remembered that the boy had never been out of 
the "Reserve" orbit before and his action should not be judged too harshly. 
It was unfortunate that I could not see him soon after his return hom. If I 
find him again eager to return to school end with same evidence of an improved 
sense of responsibility, I intend to recommend that he be re-admitted to Langley 
High School next term. 


Peter's father is an excellent man, but has a very heavy load financia lly 
and I am sure will be unable to finance the boy. During the summer Peter may 
earn some money himself but could be expected only to pay part of his board. If 


he is to go to school I will recommend aia similar to that authorized for this 
term.

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The name of James Mack has also been deleted. After agreeing quite 
eagi ly to attend, he did not put in an appearance. I saw him one week after 
school opened and talked with him. He appeared quite anxious to go to school 
but again feiled to show up. I was away on & tour of the Agency for three weeks 
and on my return home found that James was away from the village, having followed 
the fishing fleet. He had been fishing his own gillnet boat and reluctance to 
leave this fascinating occupation may have had something to do with his not going 
to school. I enquired among James' pals and was told in confidence that James 
had said he would not make any progress at school if he were to live at home where 
there is a considerable amount of drinking. James felt he would not get the needed 
rest to pursue his studies. 


Before recommending that James attend High School here I had discussed 
this phase with his father who had agreed that there would be no drinking in the 
house while James was attending school. He is a man of some cheracter and I 
accepted his word. He hed promised to tell James but now tells me he did not. I 
have told James father that I believed that may have been the reason for James 
failure to return to school. He has promised to talk to James and if between them 
they can settle on a plen, then I have agreed to consider James return to school 
again. I have little hope in this case. 


The name of Thomas Humchitt has also been deleted. For some months I 
believed he was at Alberni since all arrangements had been made for his departure. 
I have not received a list of the pupils who are at Alberni. Recently however I 
was told that Thomas did not return to school lest eutumn but is at Belle Bella 
end I em told he is taking a correspondence course at home. I will endeavor to 
see him when I next visit Bella Bella. 


Regarding Taylor Brown, I saw him after his return +o Belle Bella and he 
stated thet he did not feel that his progress this year had been satisfactory and 
felt that if he had remained at school he would have feiled. Ue therefore decided 
that it was not fair to ask the Department to make further contributions to his 
education at this time. I might say that he also wished to return to Bella Bella 
to attend the wedding of his brother who was being married to Peter Mason's sister. 
However I saw Taylor in mid November and he definitely stated he did not wish to 
return to school. I believe that Taylor's leaving Langley as he did influenced 
Peter Mason since Peter left some days after Taylor. 


The list as attached is complete as far as I can ascertain. There are 
of course a great many children in the Agency who are not attending school and 
it is possible that the parents in some cases may have made private arrangements 
for some of these. 


Last year the school at Butedale took in six native children. I have asked 
several times for accounts covering their tuition but have not-peceived them. That 
et

Replying to your 42165-5 (&) of February 25rd, attached is revised 
list of pupils stteniing Provineciel schools from this Agency. 


It will be noted timt Peter Mason's name has been deleted. This 
boy left Langley High School on November 20th and returned to his home at 
Bella Bella. He had been doing quite well at school. 


A short time previous to his leaving I had e report that Peter snd 
Kemneth Windsor esre not getting enough to eat. I wes endeavoring to have 
this matter investigated when I was informd that Peter had returned home 
while I wes away on an Ageny tour. Wo doubt a factor in his return was that 
he wished to be present at the wedding of his sister which took place about 
thet time. I wrote Mr. Armeil end reported Peter's action on December Srd. 
On December 2lst I received a reply mggesting that I interview Peter and 
report his attitude toward education with a view to his returning to school 
after the Christms vacation. At thet time I had no opportunity to inter- 
view Peter since I was without transportation. I have not yet had the chance 
to speak to him. 


This boy has a good home background. His parents are enxious that he 
e educated. He we most eager for the opportunity when he went to Langley at 
first. I believe it should be remembered that the boy had never been out of 
the "Reserve" orbit before end his action should not be judged too harshly. 
It was unfortunate that I could not see him soon after his return hom. If I 
find him again eager to return to school and with some evidence of an improved 
sense of responsibility, I intend to recommend that he be re-admitted to Langley 
High School next term. 


Peter's father is an excellent man, wt has a very heavy loed financially 
end I am sure will be unable to finance the boy. During the summer Peter may 
earn some money himself but could be expected only to pay part of his board. If 
he is to eo to school I will recommend aid similer to that authorized for this 
term.

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The name of Jems Meck hes also been deleted. After agreeing quite 
cncdlllt, to attend, he did not put in an appearance, I saw him one week after 
school opened and talked with him.

The pupils attending our own school are enrolled in 
two separate classrooms, one of which is in our own building 
ana the other being temporarily accommodated in an old 
building owned by the Indian Band et bella Coola. As the 
}rovincial School Board increases its accommodsetion the Indian 
pupils are being absorbed into the Provincial schools so that 
within a year or two we will be able to dispense with the most 
unsatisfactory rented building and also with the services 
of one of our teachers, 


It will be recalled that this is a Protestant Reserve 
and that there is no likelihood of any objection being made 
by the church authorities to the admission of In lan children 
to the Provincial schools. This is also in accordance with 
the recommendations of the Joint Committee of Indian Affairs. 


In view of the poor condition of the 1e building and 
the possibility of accommodating grades 4 and above in the 
Provincial school in the Qbear future, I would suggest that it 
is advisable not to interfere with the gradual absorption of 
tne Indian pupilage into the Provincial systei.

May I refer agein to your 2-11-2 of 4pril Ath in which authority 
was given to pay #15.00 per month for janitor services for the two 
buildings of the above named school. 


Matthew Moody, who was nominated to do this work, went to 
Nam Vannery during the holidays where he is now working as a watchman 
but will probably be here again this month. When i discussed the 
r work with him last I thought I detected some reluctance, 
me had cooled his earlier enthusiasm for the 
his rehabilitation including the shoe repair 
This and the fact that everyone approached avoided taking 
orearily ceused me to look more carefully into what 
I have come to the conclusion that no one will do the 
higher remuneration. 


In the meantime one of the older people in the village, Peter Nelson 
hes been lighting the fires only in the senior room each morning for 
twenty-five cents per day. His services have proved most satisfactory 
but he is unwilling to carrying on any longer without higher remuneration. 

iss Wright is continuing to attend to the cleaning, but has asked me 
to get sone for the work as soon as possible. Mrs. Snodgrass at 
the senior school house continues to do both fires and cleaning, but 
should be relieved of this work before the severe weather.

With reference to Mr. Neary's letter of April 
2lst, 1947 (file 14-162 WT 1), approving an increase in 
the amountfor janitor services at the Bella Coola Day 
School from $8.00 to $15.00 a month, I am enclosing Mr. 
Indian Agent Pruden's letters of Oct. Srd and 3lst wherein 
he summarizes the time spent on janitor work at the two 
buildings used for school purposes in support of his 
recommendation that the monthly remuneration for this work 
be set at $36.00. 


In the exchange of correspondence with Mr. 
Pruden I pointed out to him that the Indians of the Band 
had some responsibility in this matter themselves and 
asked if there were no Indians in receipt of relief 
rations capable of doing the work who might assume 
responsibility for some of the cleaning required in return 
for rations received. 


You will note from the Agent's recent letter 
thet he has reviewed the matter and is now of the opinion 
that he will be able to have the work performed satisfactorily 
for $20.00 a month. This amount is still in excess of what 
we are paying elsewhere but in view of the general rise in 
costs may not be too high and is therefore recommended for 


approval.

For several years we have paid various teachers 
the allowance for janitor services and this permits them 
to secure any Indian they like to do the work and if the 
services are unsatisfactory, they may change to someone 
else, 


We cannot see any reason why payment for janitor 
services at the Bella Coola School could not be made to 
Miss Wright, effective from April lst, 1948, at the rate 
ef $16.00 a month. We have been making e payment of $12.00 
& month to Mrs. Snodgrass for janitor services in the senior

Fires in the furnace st the Junior school are meinteined by the teacher 
during the day. Incold weather the fire lighter hes been giving the extra 
service of stoking a fire during the evenine to maintein enough heat to 
protect the plumbing overnight. 


During the Christmas holidays the fire lighter Wkisited the school about 
once every two hours every day to meintein satisfactory heat in the building. 
This was a considerable economic loss to him since he hed to travel some 
distance from the forest where he ms engaged in wood cutting. It has been 
most difficult to find reliable fire lighters end it sh®uld be noted that 
the teacher lives at wome distance from the school. The $10.00 peia to the 
fire lighter for the extra service during the holideys only pertially peid 
him for the time devoted to the wrk. ;

In regard to this I beg to say that I interview- 
ed the teacher, Miss Christine MacLennan, and she in- 
formed me that she had had to clean the school from 
floor to ceiling, and I saw her at it, The school 
is used as a council house, or rather the school is 
in the council house, and the Indians use it very 
frequently, in the evenings weekdays and on Sundays 
and Saturdays, but do not clean it up. They leave 
it very dirty, which naturally the teacher objects 
to. I have endeavored to get the Indians to keep 
the place clean, but have been unsuccessful, 


I would recommend that $10.00 a month be paid 
} the teacher as janitor's fees, and vouchers are en- 

closed for the months of September, October, Novem- 
| ber and December, amounting to $40.00.

usually very dilatory and now yuite problematical. 


Coal has been shipped from Vancouver but 
iifficulties are encountered in setting Indiens to heul 
it from wharf to school, even although they are paid for 
their work. Last winter two sacks of coal were stolen 
in transit from the wharf but the thief was not located. 


The coal iast s pplied was of poor uality 
as 1 found when visiting Church house. Furthermore, the 
coal sacks have to be returned by the teacher to Vancouver 
in order thet 4 refund be obtained for the Department. 


To obviate these difficulties I would
